She  won  several  landmark  Supreme  Court 
cases  as  a lawyer  for  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union 
Women's  Rights  Project  in  the  1970's.  She  was  the  prime 
architect  of  the  then-radical  legal  argument  that  the  Constitution 
most  often  requires  equal  treatment  for  men  and  women. 
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Janet  Reno  is  the  first  female  Attorney  Gen- 
eral of  the  United  States.  As  the  nation's 
head  crime  fighter,  she  confronts  growing 
problems-drugs,  gangs  and  violence.  The  55 
year-old  prosecutor— a self-described  "awkw'ard 
old  maid"— has  become  a crusader  for  America's 
children.  Reno’s  Save  the  Family  Campaign  is 
one  of  her  many  projects.

heik  Omar  Abdel- 
Raham  was  the  accused 
leader  of  the  group  of  ter- 
rorists that  exploded  a bomb  in 
the  garage  of  the  World  Trade 
Center.  More  than  1.000  people 
were  injured  and  6 were  killed. 
The  55  year-old  Egyptian  sheik 
had  been  linked  to  dozens  of  ter- 
rorist plots  around  the  country, 
including  plots  to  bomb  other 
New  York  City  buildings  as  well 
as  the  United  Nations,  and  the 
Lincoln  and  Holland  tunnels. 


ildfi  res  swept 
through  Southern 
California  in  Novem- 
ber. The  26  major  fires  scorched 
patches  from  Ventura  County  to 
the  Mexican  border.  Flames  con- 
sumed a total  of  200,000  acres 
and  damaged  or  destroyed  more 
than  1,000  buildings.

This  week-long  pilgrimage  brought  nearly 
200,000  youths  from!  around  the  world  to  Den- 
ve  r.  President  Clinton  and  Vice-President  Core 
traveled  to  Colorado  to  meet  with  the  pop 
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nemies  to  the 
death  for  three  de- 
cades, Israel  and 
the  Palestinian  Liberation 
Organization  opened  a 
new  era  in  their  blood- 
soaked  history  by  recog- 
nizing each  other's  legiti- 
macy. 


Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  and 
the  P.L.O.  chairman.  Yasser  Arafat,  signed  a 
treaty  at  the  White  House.  The  Mideast 
Accord  was  the  product  of  months  of  secret 
negotiations  conducted  mainly  in  Norway. 
The  accord  sanctioned  the  creation  of  an 
autonomous  Palestinian  homeland  in  the  Gaza 
Strip. 


n September,  the  Bosnia  Parliament 
rejected  an  international  peace  plan 
for  the  devastated  republic.  The  move 
postponed  a settlement  that  would  have  ended 
the  1 8 month-old  war  that  has  partitioned  the 
country  into  three  ethnic  states  for  Croats 
Muslims  and  Serbians. 
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ohamed  Farrah  Aidid,  the  feared  warlord  in 
Somalia,  eluded  the  United  Nations  military 
forces  for  months.  A U.S.-lead  multinational 
force  arrived  in  the  war-torn  country  last  year  to  help  feed 
the  starved  population  and  bring  peace  to  the  country. 
The  power  struggle  in  Somalia  left  tens  of  thousands 
dead  and  allowed  the  country  to  be  carved  into  a collec- 
tion of  clan  fiefdoms  in  the  absence  of  a central  govern- 
ment. More  than  350,000  Somalis  died  from  the  fighting 
and  the  famine. 
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The  people  of  Haiti  anxiously  awaited  the 
return  of  their  elected  president,  the  Rev. 
Jean-Bertrand  Aristide.  After  two  years 
of  exile  that  followed  an  army  coup  that  over- 
threw him,  president  Aristide  was  set  to  return 
home.  Aristide,  a Roman  Catholic  priest,  was 
elected  in  a landslide  in  the  country's  first  demo- 
cratic vote.  His  return  followed  two  years  of 
negotiating  a settlement  of  Haiti's  political  crisis. 
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ussian  President  Boris  Yeltsin 
dissolved  parliament  in  a unprec- 
edented move  in  September  and 
announced  elections  in  a bold  new  move 
to  end  his  long-running  feud  with  hard- 
liners. In  a televised  speech  that  stunned 
the  country,  Yeltsin  said  he  was  dismiss- 
ing the  legislature  to  pull  the  country  out 
of  its  political  and  economic  crisis.  Par- 
liament has  "lost  the  right  to  remain  at  the 
key  levels  of  state  power,"  he  said.  Riots 
broke  out  several  days  later  and  Yeltsin 
called  in  the  army  to  restore  peace. 
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lie  Toronto  Blue  Jays  won  the 
1993  World  Series.  Joe  Carter 
beeame  the  second  player  to  end 
a World  Series  with  a homerun.  Carter 
hit  a three-run  shot  off  Mitch  Williams  in 
the  ninth  inning  of  game  six.  This  hit 
gave  the  Blue  Jays  their  second  straight 
championship  with  an  8-6  victory  over 
the  Philadelphia  Phillies.  Toronto  be- 
came the  first  repeat  World  Series  cham- 
pions since  the  1 978  New  York  Yankees. 
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The  Dallas  Cowboys  be- 
came the  fifth  team  to  re 
peat  as  Super  Bow  l cham- 
pions with  a 30-13  victory  over 
the  Buffalo  Bills  in  Super  Bowl 
XXVII  at  the  Georgia  Dome  in 
Atlanta.  The  loss  extended  the 
Bill’s  record  to  four  straight  Su- 
per Bowl  losses.  Emmitt  Smith 
of  the  Cowboys  won  the  MVP 


award. 
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Nancy  Kerrigan,  who  won  a silver 
medal  for  figure  skating  in  the  1994 
Winter  Olympics,  was  expected  to 
win  the  national  figure  skating  title  in  Detroit 
in  early  January.  However,  before  she  had  a 
chance  to  compete,  she  was  struck  in  the  knee 
by  an  unidentified  assailant.  Tonya  Harding 
won  the  title.  Nearly  a month  later.  Tonya 
Harding's  former  husband  Jeff  Gillooly, 
pleaded  guilty  in  the  assault  case.  Miss  Harding 
had  consistently  denied  any  role  in  planning 
the  attack  on  her  competitor.  Harding  came  in 
eighth  at  the  1994  Winter  Olympics.  In  a post 
Olympic  hearing,  Harding  pleaded  guilty  to 
interfering  in  the  investigation  of  Kerrigan's 
assault. 


Michael  Jackson,  the  35  year-old 
entertainer,  makes  news  every 
where  he  goes.  During  a one-hour 
Oprah  special,  Jackson  revealed  he  had  a skin 
condition  which  gained  him  new  found  sym- 
pathy. Just  as  his  career  was  reaching  a new 
high,  there  were  child  molestation  charges 
brought  against  him  by  young  children  and 
their  parents.  Although  avoiding  a criminal 
trial  by  making  a $ 1 0 million  dollar  settlement 
to  one  boy,  his  popularity  has  now  reached  an 
all-time  low. 
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| earl  Jam.  the  pur- 
r veyor  of  grunge, 
which  is  an  un- 
adorned grindi  ng  rock  sound 
fashioned  by  Seattle  based 
bands,  swept  the  10th  an- 
nual Video  Music  Awards 
with  four  awards  for  "Jer- 
emy."

"Ten"  hit  the  charts 
and  went  triple  platinum.

irvana,  (left)  Seattle's  sainted  grunge  trio, 
released  a new  album  in  September.  "In 
Utero"  received  great  reviews.  The  group 
resumed  the  punk  tirades  introduced  on  its  debut 
"Bleach"  and  continued  in  the  1991  release 
"Nevermind,"  which  was  an  instant  hit.  It  sold  4 
million  copies  and  spawned  a Seattle  slew  of  grunge- 
meisters. 

Soul  Asylum's  eighth  album  "Grave  Dancers 
Union"  reached  gold  status  and  the  three  videos  from 
it  are  in  frequent  rotation  on  MTV.  After  nine  years 
the  group  from  Minneapolis  found  success.  The 
album  was  created  with  an  emphasis  on  songs  rather 
than  volume.  They  realized  that  they  couldn't  play 
punk  forever. 

The  1 99 1 release  by  the  Spin  Doctors  entitled 
"Pocket  Full  of  Kryptonite"  simmered  as  a cult  hit  for 
almost  a year  before  taking  off  toward  multi-platinum 
status.  Guitarist  Aaron  Comess,  who  studied  at  New 
York's  New  School,  formed  the  band  with  classmates. 
He  skillfully  performs  his  soulful  talking  blues  and 
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ptly  named  "it’s  About 
Time,"  was  the  debut  al- 
bum of  SWV  (top  left). 
It  wasonly  a matter  of  time  before 
the  crew  of  young  females,  with 
real  singing  talent  and  street  ap- 
peal arrived  on  the  music  scene. 
Coko,  Taj  and  Lelee— Sisters  With 
a Voice--have  been  drawing  at- 
tention with  their  singing  abilities 
since  childhood.  Their  debut  al- 
bum is  a fresh  collection  of  urban 
street  beats,  soulfully  old-style 
ballads  and  a little  rap. 

Janet  Jackson's  (bottom 
left)  new  album  "Janet"  introduces 
a bold  new  singer.  Her  new  al- 
bum clocks  in  at  more  than  75 
minutes  and  doesn't  leave  out 
much— pop,  rap,  rock,  jazz,  bal- 
lads, opera,  thunderstorm  and 
goofy  dialogue.  One  critic  said, 
"This  album  contains  some  of  the 
finest  work  by  this  model  hit- 
maker,  and  more  than  a few  mo- 
ments that  are  downright  silly  and 


Duran  Duran,  the  hit- 
makers  and  video  icons  of  the 
1 980's,  came  back  with  a hot  self- 
titled  album.  The  British  band 
was  formed  in  1 980,  then  split-up 
about  five  years  later  and  re- 
grouped the  following  year. 
"Duran  Duran"  was  also  the  name 
of  their  first  record,  which  came 
out  in  1981.  The  quintet's  latest 
"Duran  Duran"  is  a big  hit  as  well 
as  the  single  from  that  album, 
"Ordinary  World." 

Dwayne  and  Raphael 
Wiggins  and  their  cousin  Timo- 
thy Christian  Riley  are  Tony!

Dorthy  Aram,  the  new  chair- 
person of  the  Division  of  Communi- 
cation Disorders,  said  she  came  to 
Emerson  College  a year  ago  for  sev- 
eral reasons. 

She  liked  the  fact  that  the 
college  is  a small  institution  focused 
on  communications.  She  also  liked 
the  college's  long-standing  reputa- 
tion for  excellent  training  for  posi- 
tions in  schools  and  hospitals.  She 
said  she  was  very  comfortable  with 
the  student  body  and  faculty.  But, 
she  was  especially  pleased  when  she 
heard  of  the  recent  doctoral  addition 


to  the  Communication  Disorders 
major,  a Ph.D.  program. 

Aram  who  holds  a Ph.D.  in 
speech-language  pathology  from 
Case  Western  Reserve  University  in 
Cleveland  Ohio,  has  focused  most  of 
her  work  on  research  in  the  area  of 
child-language  disorder. 

After  so  many  years  of  re- 
searching her  field.  Aram  said  she 
needed  a change.  She  wished  to  get 
back  into  an  educational  setting,  but 
into  a good  Communication  Disor- 
ders program  in  order  to  "help  pre- 
pare the  next  generation  of  speech- 


language  pathologists,"  she  said. 

"We  want  to  be  evaluating 
what  we  do  in  Communication  Dis- 
orders and  see  how  we  can  improve," 
Aram  said,  even  though  the  programs 
are  already  well-established.  She 
said  she  would  like  to  see  more  em- 
phasis on  undergraduate  education 
in  the  division  and  is  currently  work- 
ing on  plans  to  accomplish  this.
